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Whereas, In January of nineteen hundred forty-five w hen Russian 
Troops entered Budapest , Raoul Wallenberg , personally , on January 
seventeenth, made contact with General Malinovsky in Debrecen and 
this w'as the last time he was ever officially seen ; and 

Whereas , The Russian government at first denied any knowledge of 
Wallenberg, and later claimed that he had died in prison — reports have 
surfaced that he has been spotted in Russia, and in December of nineteen 
hundred seventy-nine dramatic new evidence was brought to light 
indicating that Wallenberg may still be alive, awaiting deliverance from a 
Soviet prison; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Legislative Body respectfully memorializes The 
Honorable Ronald Reagan, President of the United States and The 
Honorable Alexander Haig, Secretary of State of the United States to 
use all appropriate diplomatic means to secure information from the 
government of the Union of the Soviet Socialist Republic concerning the 
fate of Raoul Wallenberg ; and be it further 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution , suitably engrossed, he 
transmitted to The Honorable Ronald Reagan, President of the United 


States and to The Honorable Alexander Haig, Secretary of State of the 


United States. 
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
